Student objection to campus 
distribution of El Sarape, Pasa- 
dena humor magazine, terminated 
today as Publisher Douglas Mc- 
Mann announced that issuance 
of the magazine has been aband- 
oned. McMann cited “the best in- 
terests of all concerned” as cause 
for cancellation of future num- 
bers. 

In a letter this week to Phi 
Theta Kappa honor society, jaysee 
sponsors of a move to regulate 
the publication, McMann stated 
that following conferences with 
Director D.K. Hammond and 
Journalism Director John UH. 
McCoy, he decided to discontinue 


El Sarape rather than publish it 
without student support. 


Objections to the humor mag- 
azine were voiced earlier this year 
by parents and Associated Stud- 
ents following asserted “malicious 
and suggestive references” 
students and campus activities in 
the publication’s gossip section. 

Previously banned from distri- 
bution on the campus proper, El 
Sarape has been circulated at a 
service station adjacent to college 
property. 

Honor Society representatives 
were Edward Budd and Victor 
Alleman who declared in a recent 
protest to McMann that “the mag- 
azine promoted an _ unfavorable 
impression of the college,” and 
that the publication’s welfare was 
not that of the jaysee.

Two 
words derived from the Latin 
quadragesima, which means 40, 
are the Italian quaresima and the 
French Careme. Many believe that 
the term quadragesima adopted 
for the 40 days originally meant 
40 hours. The early Christians ap- 
parently kept a rigid fast for that 
space of time, which was from the 
afternoon of Crucifixion day to 
the morning of the feast of the 
resurrection.
